The Regular Quarterly Meeting of the Board of Trustees 
of The Corcoran Gallery of Art was held at the Gallery at 10:30 
o'clock. The meeting was called to order by Mr. Hamilton, the 
others members present being Messrs. Fleming, Glover, Long, Thom 
and Bradley. The Secretary and Assistant Treasurer were also pre¬ 
sent. 


Mr. Long suggested that the resolution contained in the 
minutes of the meeting of the Board of June 2?th, 19514, referring 
to applications from Negroes for enrollment in the Art School, was 
not in accordance with his recollection, and suggested that the 
resolution read as follows: 

"RESOLVED, that applications from Negroes for enroll¬ 
ment in the Art School shall be treated in the same manner as ap- 
plibatinhs from other persons." 

Whereupon, the minutes of said meeting of June 2?th, 195^4> as 
mailed to the members of the Board, with the above change, were 
duly approved. 

The Secretary read the Minutes of the Executive Committee 
meetings held on 2? September 1951i and 5 October 195h. The minutes 
of these two meetings were ordered filed. 

The Chair then initiated a discussion of the importance 
of scheduling a meeting of The council and it was reaffirmed that 
Mr. Hamilton and Mr. Glover would arrange an agenda for a meeting 
to be held in early December. It was suggested that The Council 
be invited to sit with the Committee on Works of Art. In the 
absence of the Chairman of said Committee, no decision was taken 
on this proposal. 

The Secretary reported that Mrs. W. Murray Crane declined 
membership on The Council and accepted election as a Fellow* 

The Secretary recommended the appointment of Henri Dorra 
as Assistant Secretary, whereupon, upon motion duly moved and seconded, 
the following resolution was unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED ? That Henri Dorra be and is hereby elected 
Assistant Secretary. 

The Secretary was directed to re-circulate the tentative 
"Statement of the Policy of The Corcoran Gallery of Art" among the 
members of the Board. 

Lack of success in renting the Red Qross space was reported. 
The Director was authorized to inform three additional real estate 
agencies of the availability of space in the Gallery.

REPORT ON BENNINGTON MUSEUM 


The Director was asked to advise the 
Trustees on the administration and installation of 
the Bennington Museum. In consequence, he spent 
two days at Bennington on August 30 and 31st. 


ATTENDANCE 


Attendance clocked at the front door for 
the past quarterly period was 15*919. This compares 
with the figure 22,502 for the same period in 1953j 
this is a decrease of 6,583. (These figures do not 
appear to be reliable- a new method of counting is 
under investigation.) 


KEEPER OF THE CLARK COLLECTION 


The following special activities have been 
undertaken in connection with the Clark collection 
during the past quarter: 

1. The completion of a finished printer's 
draft of the Catalogue of Dutch and Flemish Paintings 
was delayed pending the restoration of two additional 
paintings, Cabel, Hauling the Net, 26.lt, and Steen, 

The Music Lesson , 26.1?1. The hitherto concealed 
signature of Dick Hardenstein of Zwolle and the date 
of 1663 have reappeared during the cleaning. The 
signature was identified by the Keeper in collabo¬ 
ration with various scholars, particularly Professor 
J.B. van Gelder of the University of Utrecht. 
Restoration of both paintings should be completed 
within two months. The next two paintings to be 
restored are the two Paters, Camping , 26.151, and 
The Departure , 26,152. 

?TFhe Keeper has interviewed representatives 
of Dutch and German printing firms. A study of 
European and American printing costs would appear 
to make arrangements for European printing highly 
desirable. 

3.The only major change in installation 
over the quarter was in Gallery 53, where the 
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Majolica, Palissy and Delft wares were washed and 
the installation re-arranged, on the basis of 
information supplied by Mrs. von Eedberg, in a 
more comprehensive way. At the same time a check 
list and introduction were prepared which will 
form an illustrated issue of the Bulletin, and 
thus provide a catalogue of this part of the 
Clark collection. The Delft wares will be dis¬ 
played in Gallery 76 where they may be seen 
together with the Dutch paintings which are their 
contemporarie s. 


b.Mr. Pavlogyi completed restorations 
of the two console tables, 26.716 and 26.717, and cf 
the pair of gilt bronze figurines after Boucher, 
26.7b3 said 26 . 7 I 4 I 4 ; all these pieces have been 
placed in exhibition Gallery h5. Working on a 
half-time basis, Mr. Pavlogyi has been engaged 
throughout the quarter in restoring the French 
salon. Gallery ii7. The work will be completed 
on approximately half of the salon by the begin¬ 
ning of November. Additional funds will be 
necessary to complete the work in 1955* 


CONCERT SERIES 


Of the two dates not filled at the 
time of the last report, the first, November 9, 
has been allocated to a concert by the pianist, 
Eugene Haynes. Arrangements were made with the 
Frascati Trio for the second date, December lit, 
but the recent dissolution of the trio ha s made 
this impossible. The Music Committee is studying 
possible alternatives* 


SCHOOL REGISTRATION 


The enrollment at the Art School this 
quarter is 2^5. The enrollment for the same period 
last year was 279. 


SUMMER SCHOOL 


The net profit from the Summer School 
amounted to $335.16 as against $231.63 in 1953. The 
Director does not believe that profits of this order 
justify the continuation of the Summer School. 






JUNIOR LEAGUE ART CLASSES 


The Junior League, under the chairmanship 
of Mrs. Henry B. Caldwell, has resumed its Saturday 
morning art classes for children. Enrollment reached 
the maximum permissible figure of 100, and a great 
many prospective students (approximately 300 ) had to 
be turned away at the time of registering.

It is expected that Judas will arrive 
for consideration by your Committee before the next 
Board Meeting. 


PHOTOGRAPHIC REPORT 


During the past quarter Mr. Amato 
delivered JO prints to the Gallery; 27 required 
new negatives. 1 3" x It" Ektachrome, 1 2“ x 2 n ' 
color transparency and prints, 5 of which 
required new negatives, were completed by Mr. 
Amato for outside sale. 


SALES DESK REPORT

Mr. Williams spent a moment at the beginning of the meeting, greeting 
the Committee and introducing the new Assistant Director, Mr. Henri Dorra, 
and the Administrative Assistant, Mr. Gudmund Vigtel. 

Mrs. Karrick. Chairman, called the meeting to order. Minutes of the 
May U, 195L meeting were read and accepted. 

Mrs. Karrick reported that Mrs. Glover had asked that her resignation 
from the active committee be accepted”, and that her name be placed on 
an Associate Members' list. Motion was made, seconded, and carried, that 
Mrs. Glover's resignation be accepted with regret. Discussion concern¬ 
ing the establishment of an Associate Membership followed, but no motion 
was made. 

Mrs. Gibson , Chairman of the H ouse Committee , gave her report. The 
Gallery has received the gift of an electric stove, and requested 
special wiring be approved for installation. She requested the construc¬ 
tion of two drop leaf shelves for the pantry, and asked for donations 
of two large trays, for serving, a silver tea service such as The Gallery 
rents on occasion, and more china tea cups and saucers. Discussing the 
Membership Office, she pointed out the need of retouching chipped paint 
under the windowsills, of a center light, some curtains for the windows, 
and built-in cabinets for office equipment. For the Members Room she 
hoped for two sofas with end tables, and a piano bench. Miss Noyes offered 
to donate the two trays f The Secretary was asked to write Mr. Charles 
Tompkins for a used refrigerator he might be able to give for the pantry. 
Motion was made, seconded, and carried to accept Mrs. Gibson's report 
and to submit the report to the Board of Trustees. Mrs. Gibson mentioned 
the need for a garbage can, which Mrs. Acheson offered to supply. 
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Mrs. Boulton , Chairman of the Program Committee gave her report. Motion 
was made, seconded, and carried that we ask the Director of the Gallery 
to write us a letter clarifying what the duties and perogatives of the 
Womens Committee consist, and -what the Board would like as to hospitality, 
for the season. 

Mrs. Jones , Chairman of the Hospitality Committee, said she preferred to 
make her report after hearing from the Board of Trustees. 

Motion was made, seconded, and carried, to upholster the sofa of histori¬ 
cal importance, which was donated by one of the Corcoran heirs, the ex¬ 
pense of which Mrs. Corcoran Thom has offered to bear. 

Suggestion was made that the Womens Committee authorize a Publicity Chair¬ 
man, to cooperate with the Gallery Director, and that this activity be 
combined with the Hospitality Chairmanship. 

Motion was made, seconded, and carried, that Mrs. Acheson become Art Chair¬ 
man . 

Motion was made, seconded, and carried, that we request there be a repre¬ 
sentative of the Womens Committee to serve with the Board of Trustees, if 
possible, attend Board meetings as liason, and Executive Committee meetings, 
to report the activities of the Womens Committee. 

Mrs. Karrick asked Mrs. Acheson to recommend especially that the sculpture 
be re-arranged in the Atrium, and objects of art be placed in the niches, 
at the entrance to the Gallery. 

Referring to Mrs. Karrick 1 s report which included a list of projects sug¬ 
gested by the Director .... Mr. Williams returned to explain that he was 
mistaken in asking the Womens Committee to raise money for the Gallery , 
since money-raising was not the duty of the Womens Committee according to 
the By-Laws. His constant concern with the Budget had prompted him to hope 
for maney from all sources. He mentioned that he had obtained almost 
$10,000 as donation from the Red Cross, during the latter part of their 
use of quarters in the Gallery, but Thatchat fund had been used up some time 
ago. In answer to a question he stated that the membership had risen to 
1200 or more, which partly helped make up the deficit. The Chairman ii>- 
quired as to the prospects of if obtaining more business memberships(I&C) 
but no action was taken.

Gentlemen: 


The Committee on the Building and Grounds 
begs to submit the following quarterly report cover¬ 
ing the period, June 1st through September 31st, 195b.'' 

The exhibitions. Paintings by Robert Gates 
and Stately Homes of England, in Galleries 3t> and b2 
were dismantled in September. 

Most of the general repairs were begun and 
completed in July. The restorer’s studio was com¬ 
pletely repainted as was the ladies' room on the main 
floor. The South wall in Gallery 66 was retouched and 
Gallery 65 painted the same color as Gallery 62. In 
the Art School, the windows in the top-floor studio and 
in the washrooms were put in working order, and the loose 
floors in the sculpture room and studio under the audi¬ 
torium were reoaired as were the school lockers and 
furniture, whenever necessary. Two new bulletin boards 
were installed in the Gallery offices and a new case was 
built for the record player in the auditorium. The 
glass floor oanel which had been installed in the atrium 
was sanded to eliminate slipperiness. In addition, the 
water pipes running between the boiler room in the sub¬ 
basement and the photographer's studio, the restorer's 
studio, and the toilet next to the board room were re¬ 
placed. 


During August, general maintenance work was 
continued such as repainting of screens, exhibition 
boards for drawings, etc., for the School, touching up 
of the ceilings in the atrium, galleries 6b and 70 , and 
other walls, wherever necessary. A section of the lintel 
over the fire doorway in the basement near the restorer's 
studio was cut out to allow large objects to be transported 
through the East corridor to the large elevator; heretofore 
large objects had to be taken out through the E Street ser¬ 
vice door into the street and carried through the main 
entrance. All small upper windows on.the main floor across

the 17th Street front were sealed and sliding fasteners 
were attached to the lower windows to facilitate opening 
and closing. Several improvements of the electrical equip¬ 
ment were accomplished, such as the installation of addi¬ 
tional outlets in the photographer's studio, rewiring of 
lights in Gallery I 4 O and in the main stair case. 



September was chiefly devoted to the construction 


of SDecial installation material for the exhibition, The 
Sword in America. Altogether lLi cases were built, wired 
and painted, and the necessary supports to carry the swords 
put in place. 13 frames were made as well as backings for 
the smaller pictures to discourage possible attempts at 
t^eft. All material for the exhibition was brought into 
Galleries 30 and ij2 and to the South end of the atrium and 
the necessary work on cases, signs and lighting brought near 
to completion.

and introduced the New Assistant Director, Mr. Henry Dorra, and the 
Administrative Assistant, Mr. Sigmund Vigtel. 


Mrs. Karrick. Chairman, called the meeting to order. Minutes of the May Uth, l°Pli 
meeting were read and accepted. 

Mrs. Karrick reported that Mrs. Glover had asked that her resignation from the active 
committee be accepted, and that her name be placed on an Associate Member's 
list. Motion was made, seconded, and carried, that Mrs. Glover's resigna¬ 
tion be accepted with regret. Discussion concerning the establishment of 
an Associate Membership followed, but no motion was made. 

Mrs. Gibson, Chairman of the House Committee, gave her report. The Gallery has received 
the gift of an electric stove, and she requested special wiring be approved 
for installation. She requested the construction of two drop leaf shelves 
for the pantry, and asked for donations of two large trays, for serving, a 
silver tea service such as The Gallery rents on ocassion, and more china tea 
cups and saucers. Discussing the Membership Office, she pointed out the need 
of retouching chipped paint under thw windowsills, of a center light, some 
curtains for the windows, and built-in cabinets for office equipment. For 
the Member's Room she hoped for two sofas with end tables, and a piano bench. 

Mrs. Dunlap offered to donate the two trays. The Secretary was asked to gXXM 
write Mr. Charles Tompkins for a used refrigerator he might be able to give 
for the pantry. Motion was made, seconded, and carried to accept Mrs. Gibson's 
report and to submit the report to the Board of Directors. Mrs. Gibson men¬ 
tioned the need for a garbage can, which Mrs. Acheson offered to supply. 

Mrs. Boulton, Chairman of the Program Committee gave her report. Motion was made, seconded, 
and carried that we ask the Director of the Gallery to write us a letter 
clarifying of what the duties and perogatives of the Women's Committee consist, 
and what the Board would like as to hospitality, for the season. 

Mrs. Jones, Chairman of the Hospitality Committee, said she preferred to make her report 
after hearing from the Board of Directors. 

Motion was made, seconded, and carried, to upholster the sofa of historical importance, 
which was donated by one of the Corcoran heirs, the expense of which Mrs. 
Corcoran Thom, Sr., has offered to bear. 



Suggestion was made that the Women's Committee authorize a Publicity Chairman, to 

cooperate with The Gallery Director, and that this activity be combined with 
the Hospitality KMJfiXX Chairmanship. 

Motion was made, seconded, and carried, that Mrs. Acheson become Art Chairman. 

Motion was made,seconded, and carried, that we request there be a representative of 
the Women's Committee to serve with the Board of Directors, attend Board 
meetings as liaison, and Executive Committee meetings if possible, to 
report the activities of the Women's Committee. 

Mrs. Karrick asked Mrs. Acheson to recommend especially that the sculpture be re¬ 
arranged in the atrim, and objects of art be placed in the niches, at 
the entrance to the Gallery. 

Referring to Mrs. Karrick's report 'which included a list of projects suggested by the 
Director....Mr. Williams returned to explain that he was mistaken in asking 
the Women's Committee to raise money for the Gallery, since money raising was 
not the duty of the Women's Committee according to the BY-Laws. His constant 
concern with the Budget had prompted him to hope for money from all sources. 
He mentioned that he had obtained almost $10,000. as a donation from the 
Red Cross, during the latter part of their use of quarters in the Gallery, 
but that that fund had been used up sometime ago. In answer to a question 
he stated that the membership had risen to 1200 or more, which partly helped 
make up the defici^t. The Chairman inquired as to the prospects of ob¬ 
taining more business memberships (I & C ) but no action was taken. 

The Meeting adjourned at 12.1i5> p.m.
